The  9th  Armored  Division  quit  the 
Leipzig  siege  and  joined  the  power- 
mul  eastward  push. 

North  of  Leipzig,  the  First  Army's 
3rd  Armored  Division  broke  loose 
on  a 30  mile  gallop  lhat  reached 
a point  three  miles  south  of  Dessau,  f 
six  miles  from  the  Elbe  River,  and  I 
65  miles  southwest  bf  Berlin  Itself. 

The  United  States  Ninth  Army 
forced  a second  crossing  of  the 
Elbe  River  at  an  undisclosed  point 
on  its  looping  front  bulging  within 
45  miles  of  Berlin,  and  was  batter- 
ing against  the  capital's  leveled 
anti-aircraft  guns  as  It  6trove  to 
build  up  the  bridgehead. 

The  Germans  on  this  front  also 
were  being  forced  to  fight  back  to 
back  with  the  Ruslan  lUies  90 
mile*  away,  but  there  was  no  In- 
dication that  any  forces  had  been 
disengaged  from  the  Eastern  Front  | 
to  attempt  to  save  the  ruined  cap- 
ital. 

Berlin,  in  fact,  reported  the  Rus- 
sians were  about  to  launch  a 
mighty  offensive  ainni,  the  Oder  and 
Nelsse  Rivers  east  cf  the  Rrlch 
capital. 

Far  behind  Ibis  front.  I wo  big 
German  clues  fell— Brunswick,  air-, 
craft,  manufacturing  centre  with  a 
population  of  201.000.  and  the 
RuJir's  Forimund.  with  a population 
of  537,000 

The  battle  to  liquidate  the  Rulir 
pocket  was  in  1U  final  phase.  It 
had  shrunk  to  one-filth  tu  original 
size,  and  114  000  of  the  estimated 
150.0000  German  troop*  cut  off 
there  had  been  captured 

On  the  Ninth  Army's  western 
flank,  the  British  Second  Army 1 
drove  36  miles  out  of  Its  Celle 
bridgehead  and  reached  Uelzen.  22 
miles  from  the  Elbe  River  and  42 
j miles  southeast  of  the  great  port 
city  of  Hamburg. 

The  United  States  Seventh  Army 
opened  a concerted  push  on  the 
Ancient  city  of  Nuernberg,  which 
Hitler  turned  into  a Nazi  rallying 
ground,  and  joined  the  Third  Army 
ln  hacking  Into  the  mountain  re- 
doubt. 

Tlie  45th  Division,  after  cwpturuig 
Bamberg.  30  miles  to  the  north,  be- 
gan pushing  south,  with  the  veteran 
3rd  Infantry  Division  and  the  14th 
Armored  Division  on  the  flanks. 

The  4th  Armored  Division  of  Lt.- 
Gen  George  S Patton's  Third  Army 
was  battering  at  the  approaches 

of  the  communications  city  of 
Chemnitz.  33  miles  west  of  Dresden. 

When  last  reported  it  had  driven 
six  miles  beyond  the  Mulde  River  In 
twin  advances  and  was  In  the 
vicinity  of  Meinsdorf.  seven  miles 
west  of  Chemnitz,  and  Hohensteln, 
nine  miles  to  tlw  southwest. 

There  was  no  late  news  from  the 
6th  Armored  Division,  which  last

Eisenhower's  headquarters  of  how 
"V-E"  Day  will  come  emphasises 
the  uncertainty  regarding  just  what 
will  be  required  for  the  clean-up. 

"V-E"  Day  will  come,  we  are  told, 
sometime  between  the  Junction  or 
the  Western  and  Russian  Allies  and 
the  end  of  the  fighting  which  that 
will  Involve.  To  the  armies,  appa- 
rently. It  will  mean  merely  the  con- 
tinuation of  whatever  clean-up  Is 
necessary,  depending  on  the  Ger- 
mans. 

That  immediately  raises  the  ques- 
tion of  what  Germany  has  left  with 
which  to  make  trouble, 

The  expectation  of  a Nazi  hold- 
out in  the  Bavarian  Alps  has  been 
so  widely  discussed  until  it.  is 
treated  almost  as  ail  assumed  fact, 
yet  we  actually  have  little  except 
rumor  on  which  to  base  it. 

It  Is  certain  that  the  Hitlerites 
could  concentrate  enough  stuff  -in 
their  redoubt  to  make  considerable 
trouble.  That  they  can  continue 
anything  which  looks  like  a real 
war  is  doubtful. 

When  Hodges'  men  established 
the  Remagen  bridgehead  they 
shocked  the  Allied  planners  almost 
as  much  as  they  did  the  Or r mam. 
But  the  Allies  grabbed  up  the  ball 
quickly.  The  Oermans  couldn  t do 
anything  about  It.  Therein  lie*  a 
clue. 

Eisenhower  had  never  planned 

for  Hodges  to  cross  th»  Rhine  In 
connection  with  the  Montgomery- 
Simpson  offensive  farther  north. 
Hodges'  job  w as  to  clear  I he  Rhine- 
land and  stop,  for  the  time  being 
Montgomery  and  the  American 
Ninth  Army  were  to  cross  above 
the  Ruhr,  cut  off  Holland  and 
strike  for  Berlin  No  Ruhr  trap  was 
envisaged. 

Then  a few  men  captured  the 
Remagen  Bridge  and  the  whole  pic- 
ture changed,  ft  was  to  save  many 
lives,  and  many  weeks 

Since  no  military  expert  would 
have  dreamed  of  trying  an  assault 
across  the  Rhine  and  into  the 
rugged  hills  at  Remagen.  the  Ger- 
mans weren't  there.  They  tried  to 
get  there,  weakened  their  Wesrl  de- 
fences. and  weren't  strong  enough 
to  put  up  a real  fight  anywhere 
Perhaps  half  a million  Germans 
have  gone  under  since  then,  not 
counting  probably  200.000  trapped 
but  not  yet  captured  in  Holland 
and  the  Ruhr.

GLAND  TYPES  OF 
OVERWEIGHT— TREATMENT 

Of  every  100  rases  of  overweight 
It  has  been  found  that  from  1 to  6 
per  cent  are  caused  enUrely  by  gland 
‘ disturbance ; that  is  not  enough  of 
certain  gland  extract*  are  being 
manufactured  by  the  thyroid,  pitu- 
itary and  other  glanda.  Sometimes 
a growth  nt  or  near  the  gland  may 
be  responsible  for  the  gland  disturb- 
ance. In  another  5 per  cent  of  every 
100  cases  of  overweight,  gland  dis- 
turbance or  lack  .of  gland  extract  la 
“partly”  to  blame  for  the  over- 
weight. 

What  does  this  mean?  Thla 
means  time  in  addition  to  cutting 
down  on  the  dally  amount  of  food 
eaten,  these  gland  (whole  or  part) 
cases  should  have  treatment  by 
gland  extracts. 

I have  spoken  before  of  the  over- 
weight caused  by  lack  of  thyroid  ex- 
tract in  which  the  excess  weight  is 
; distributed  over  the  entire  body.  In 
1 these  cases  the  skin  Is  sometimes 
slightly  “waxy”  In  appearance  and 
the  individual  Is  sluggish  physically 
1 and  sometimes  mentally.  Tha 
method  of  testing  as  to  whether  tha 
thyroid  gland  Is  not  pouring  enough 
thyroid  juice  or  extract  into  tha 
blood  is  by  the  metabolism  test 
which  shows  the  rate  at  which  tha 
body  processes  arc  working.  It  is 
the  thyroid  gland  which  controls  tha 
rate  at  which  the  body  processca 
work.  If  they  are  not  working  fast 
enough  naturally  food  is  not  used 
and  gets  stored  in  and  on  the  body 
as  fat.  The  treatment  of  the  thy- 
roid type  of  overweight,  then,  la 
giving  small  doaes  of  thyroid  daily 
■ which  makes  the  body  processed 
work  faster  and  use  up  the  food,  tha 
excess  fat  on  the  body  is  also  burned 
or  used,  and  the  Individual  becomes 
lighter,  brighter,  and  more  active 
physically. 

The  second  commonest  type  of 
gland  overweight  is  that  caused  by 
lack  of  extract  of  the  pituitary  ginnd 
which  lies  in  a little  groove  on  the 
Moor  of  the  skull.  In  overweight  tint 
to  lack  of  pituitary  Julc«  the  excess 
la  not  distributed  over  the  entire 
• body  as  with  thyroid  overweight,  but 
| la  found  across  shoulders,  cheat, 
upper  arms,  abdomen,  hips  and 
'thighs;  the  forearms  and  lower  legs 
are  of  normal  slxe.  hands  and  feet 
1 small.  The  treatment  of  such  casee 
Is  by  injections  of  the  extract  of  tha 
anterior  or  front  part  of  the 
! pituitary  gland  of  an  animal 

Another  type  of  overweight  Is  that 
caused  by  disturbance  of  the  adrenal 
glands,  situated  one  above  each  kid- 
ney. In  this  type  of  overweight,  tha 
excess  fat  is  over  the  neck,  face  and 
trunk  The  disturbance  is  usually 
caused  by  a growth  or  tumor,  and 
the  removal  of  the  tumor  la  followed 
by  losa  of  the  excess  fat  and  of  tha 
growth  of  hair  which  accompanies 
the  excess  fat  in  these  cases.  Tha 
use  of  extract  of  aex  glands,  mala 
and  female,  also  appears  to  help 
some  of  these  adrenal  gland  caws 
because  os  the  sex  characteristics 
, become  stronger  the  excess  fat  dis- 
appear*. This  is  a noticeable  effect 
in  very  fat  boya  and  girls  at  or  neur 
puberty.  The  *ex  gland  extracts 
bring  puberty  (which  has  been  de- 
layed! and  with  puberty  the  excess 
(at  disappears.  Some  physicians 
give  injections  of  pituitary  extract 
in  adrenal  gland  coses  and  the  Im- 
provement and  loss  of  weight  is  mors 
rapid. 

I have  always  emphasized  the  im- 
portance of  cutting  down  on  tha 
food  intake  in  gland  cases.  While 
I am  TltflT  of  this  opinion  and  re- 
search workers  on  overweight  an  *d- 
! vise,  it  is  only  fair  to  gland  type 
overweights  to  state  that  while  tak- 
ing gland  extracts  they  do  not  need 
to  cut  down  on  their  food  Intake  to 
the  same  extent  as  those  whose 
overweight  1*  due  simply  to  over- 
eating Fifteen  to  2b  per  cent 
should  be  (ufflrlent.

Planning

Grass  1*  hardy  and  only  makes  Its 
best  growth  In  the  cool,  moist  1 
weather  of  Spring  and  Fall,  hence 
garden  experts  advise  doing  lawn 


means  ms  soon  as  one  can  walk  on 
the  lawn  without  getting  the  shoes  I 
muddy.  The  advise  applies  in  both  j 
Martine  new  lawns  and  repairing 
old  ones.  First  a word  about  seed. 

Seldom  Is  It  advisable  to  sow  a 
straight  variety  of  lawn  seed,  and 
never  in  the  case  of  the  general 
family  type  of  lawn.  Seed  houses 
put  up  special  mixtures  for  this 
purpose,  a blend  of  several  different 
kinds  of  seed.  In  these  mixtures 
are  some  very  Axpenslve  seeds  and 
some  leas  expensive,  blended  together 
by  those  experts  who  know  what 
is  best  for  Canadian  condition*.  In 
the  mixtures  are  some  tough  grasses 
that  will  help  the  lawn  to  withstand 
traffic,  some  quick  growing  kinds  so 
that  oh  does  nol  have  to  wait  weeks 
for  the  green  carpet  desired,  and 
some  grasses  that  will  May  green 
almost  in  Ihe  dryest  weather. 

Grass,  like  any  other  plant,  will 
thrive  best  in  good,  rich  not],  and  It 
is  never  advisable  to  sow  without 
decent  preparation  This  means  at 
least  one  thorough  cultivation  be- 
fore seed  is  sown,  working  up  the 
top  as  fine  as  possible,  and  If  neces- 
sary also  working  In  a layer  of  rich, 
fine  loam.  It  Is  highly  important 

Cared  For  Woodlots 
Will  Pay  Dividends 

In  contrast  to  the  work  on  the 
farm  In  ploughing,  cultivating  and 
harvesting  field  crops,  or  In  pro- 
ducing animal  products,  and  In 
which  the  work  is  constant  and 
never  ending,  the  handling  6i  a 
farm  woodlot  is  fairly  simple.  Most. 
If  not  all,  of  the  work  in  giving  cor- 
rect care  to  the  woodlot,  can  be  done 
when  fuelwood  or  logs  are  being  cut. 
The  woodlot  does  not  need  the  day 
by  day  attention  of  the  other  farm 
work,  and,  given  a small  amount  of 
care,  will  produce  big  dividends  In 
the  form  of  wood  products,  says  the 
Dominion  Forest  Service. 

Most  farm  woodlots  need  what  Is 
termed  an  Improvement  cutting  in 
which  comparatively  useless  species 
or  malformed  and  dying  trees  are 
removed  to  make'  way  for  ihe  growth 
of  better  species  and  more  thrifty 
trees.  The  wood  from  ihLv  improve- 
ment cutting  la  usually  neither  large 
nor  merchantable  ns  log*.  It  should 
be  used  bv  fuelwood  either  on  the 
farm  nr  sold  on  the  market.  On  the 
local  market,  It  will  often  bring  a 
good  price. 

Thr  woodlot  should  be  made  lo 
produce  both  high  quality  and  low 
value  products  Yellow  birch,  maple, 
pine  and  spruce,  when  grown  lo 
maturity,  will  yield  high  quality  logs 
for  which  therr  is  a ready  market  If 
the  farmer  needs  lumber,  he  can 
have  the  sawing  done  nt  n low  cost 

Thr  tops  of  both  mature  hardwood 
and  softwood  trees  will  yield  a large 
amoum  nf  fuelwood  which  should  he 
harvested  when  the  logs  are  cut  At 
this  time,  any  young  or  small  trees 
broken  nr  injured  in  felling  the 
mature  Umber  should  also  be  cut. 

Stand  improvement  of  the  farm 
woodlot  at  the  time  of  hnrvrsUng  Is 
a logical  step  In  woodlot  manage- 
ment. This  need  not  be  done  all  nt 
once.  When  felling  each  mature 
tree  the  stand  for  a good  distance 
around  should  be  cuddrd  to  remove 
useless  members  of  the  stand  In 
dm'  the  whole  woodlot  will  be  in 
shape  for  it*  greatest  growth

even  coverage  it  is  a good  plan  to 
| broadcast  once  across  and  once 
I lengthwise.  Follow  the  directions 
carefully  as  to  the  amount  of  seed 
to  use.  There  is  no  economy  tn  sow- 
ing lightly.  If  birds  are  troublesome. , 
cover  with  some  brush.  With  favor- 
able weather  the  lawn  should  be 
ready  for  cutting  in  about  six  weeks, 
and  a sharp  lawnmower  Lx  essential 
to  prevent  tender,  young  grass  from 
being  pulled  out.  Grass  on  good 
soli,  or  fed  once  or  twice  each  season 
with  a good  commercial  fertilizer, 
will  outgrow  most  weeds.  Starved 
lawns  are  usually  the  weedy  ones. 
FIRST  VEGETABLES 

The  very  first  vegetables  to  be 
sown  outside  will  be  lettuce,  radish, 
spinach  and  garden  peas.  Thr  first 
sowings  of  these  can  go  In  Just  as 
soon  as  the  soli  has  dried  sufficiently 
so  that  It  will  work  up  without  turn- 
ing to  mud  Almost  as  soon  as  the 
kinds  mentioned  above  will  be  the 
first  carrots,  beet*  and  onions.  Later 
will  be  tile  first  potatoes  and  beans. 
Make  at  least  three  sowings  of  all 
vegetables  two  weeks  apart  and  even 
more  If  season  and  location  are 
favorablp  Use  early,  medium  and 
late  varieties, 

Board  In  this  project  The  Alms  de- 
■ ptet  what  Canadians  are  accom- 
plishing overseas  In  battle,  on  the 
farms  and  In  the  factories  at  home, 
together  with  world  events  and  the 
work  of  the  Allied  Nations.

Feed  Hungry  Bee,s 

Although  It  Is  not  considered  good 
beekeeping  to  have  colonies  running 
short  of  stores  at  this  time  of  the 
year,  such  a condition  may  arise, 
states  C.  R Ooodrrham,  Dominion 
Apiarist.  If  there  should  be  any 
such  colonies,  Ihe  beer,  may  be  fed 
by  placing  a comb  of  honey  on  top 
of  ihe  frames,  beneath  the  quilt, 
first  breaking  a few  of  the  capping'. 
If  combs  are  not,  available,  thr  bees 
may  be  given  a sugar  syrup  made 
of  two  parts  sugar  and  one  of 
water.  A honey  pall  feeder  with 
about  30  fine  holes  punched  In  ilie 
cover  w the  most  suitable  for  giving 
the  syrup  to  the  bees. 

But  the  bets  must  not  be  dis- 
turbed unnecessarily  and  no  attempt 
should  be  mode  to  examine  the 
brood  chamber.  If  supers  have  been 
raved  from  the  previous  year's  crop, 
these  may  be  placed  over  the  brood 
chamber  without  nn  excluder  be- 
tween the  two  chambers,  but  the 
bees  should  never  be  fed  with  honey 
un'.rv.  ji  i*  absolutely  certain  that 
the  colonie'  fp.m  which  it  was 
taken  were  free  from  disease 

Package  bee*  should  arrive  during 
the  latter  end  of  April  or  early  In 
May  'three  to  four  weeks  earlier  at 
the  Pacific  Const'.  According  lo  a 
recent  decision  of  the  Wartime 
Prices  and  Trade  Board,  a subsidy

Fall  Flowering  Cecils

Under  coastal  conditions  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  there  is  often  an 
appreciable  weed  growth  which  con- 
tinues until  killing  frost*.  During 
mild  Winter*  such  as  prevailed  Ui 
1943-44  and  ltin>ugii  January  and 
part  of  February  In  the  Winter  of 


comparatively  light  gruuud  I rusts. 
Following  a grain  ciop  ther4  t* 
often  prolific  weed  growth  and 
many  wonder  Just  wiiut  effect  this 
growth  has  on  ultimate  weed  popu- 
lation. It  l*  an  excellent  thing  -o 
encourage  weed  seed  germination 
following  a grain  crop  as  it  may 
lessen  the  population  of  weeds  lu 
subsequent  crops,  add  a certain 
amount. of  green  organic  matter  and 
under  many  conditions  a ground 
cover  will  prevent  erosion,  says  J, 
J.  Woods,  superintend' nt.  Domin- 
ion Experimental  Station,  Saanlch- 
tan.  If.  however,  the  plant  growth 
is  not  killed  soon  enough  seeds  will 
reproduce  themselves  and  be  suffi- 
ciently plentiful  lo  maintain  or 
increase  the  weed  problem  and  ba 
ready  to  compete  with  the  next  cul- 
tivated crop 

At  the  Dominion  Experimental 
Station,  Saunlchton,  on  November 
30.  1944,  seed  was  gathered  from 
three  different  kinds  of  weeds,  all 
of  which  had  commenced  growth 
after  the  grain  harvest.  The  seeds 
were  submitted  to  a tc*t  and  gava 
the  following  germination  result*: 
Dandelion.  67  per  cent;  annual  sow 
thistle.  6 per  cent;  wild  radish.  44 
per  cent.  There  are  several  other 
weeds  such  as  groundsel,  chirkweed 
and  mustard'  that  grow,  flower  and 
mature  seed  during  the  Fall  month*. 
While  the  dandelion  Is  normiilly  an 
early  Spring  flowering  weed,  some 
plants  will  bloom  In  the  Fall.  The 
above  figure*  clearly  indicate  that 
cultivation  for  weeds  should  b* 
practised  In  the  Fall  whenever  there 
Is  a possibility  of  plant*  flowering 
and  maturing  seed  The  cultivation 
should  consist  of  one  or  two  dlsc- 
ings  or  Spring  tooth  narrowings. 
Under  mild  rllinnllr  conditions  such 
operations  should  be  commenced  at 
the  beginning  of  October. 

New  Loan  \<i  Helps 

Through  the  recent  proiiamauo.. 
of  ihe  Farm  Improvement  Gums 
Act.  Canadian  farmers  are  presented 
with  nil  inexpensive  and  convenient 
method  of  inlermediaio  credit,  that 
, i*.  credit  which  Is  not  required  for 
a few  months  but  for  intermediate 
terms  up  to  ten  years.  For  small 
amount*,  loans  may  la-  made  for  a 
period  of  a year  or  *o.  nnd  up  to 
ten  years  for  the  largest  amount*. 

Under  this  legislation,  farmers 
may  apply  at  Uiclr  local  banks  for 
b i>er  cent  loan*  for  every  kind  of 
farm  improvement  from  a new 
Plough  lo  a dwelling  Iioum*.  provided 
the  Amount  docs  not  exceed  S3, 000. 
There  are  no  service  or  (inane* 
charges,  and  so  for  a*  possible  the 
term*  of  repayment  are  flexible,  so 
that  they  can  be  adjusted  to  thr  in- 
dividual circumst antes  of  the  bor- 
rower. For  example,  monthly  in- 
iMnllmcnt*  might  be  most  Mutable  to 
a farmer  with  a steady  year-round 
Income,  while  it  might  be  more  con- 
venient for  the  grain  farmer  to  pay, 
say.  twice  a year  or  annually. 

While  Ute  benefit*  are  available 
Immediately,  it  may  nnt  ty  possible 
for  farmers  lo  take  full  advantage  of 
the  act  until  after  the  war.  When 
manpower  and  material  shortages 
disappear  and  wartime  control*  are 
relaxed,  the  act  will  enable  faVmers 
to  equip  their  farm*  with  up-tn-dat* 
machinery  and  equipment  and  to 
mnkr  improvement*  that  have  had 
to  be  deferred  durini;  wartime
